GOOD NEWS FOR BEER DRINKERS 

Researchers at the University of Wisconsin Medi- 
cal School round that dark beers contain large 
amounts of htart-hrahhy micronutricms called 
flavonoids. These liny compo«nds-fc,u n d in dark 
brews mch as Guinness Stout-have an antioxi- 
dant efTkr, absorbing free radicals in 
the bloodstream and preventing avlerfes from 
clogging. Lighter-colored 
beers contain fewer 
(lavonotds and arc not as 
effective at keeping blood 
platelets from sticking 
together. 
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FOOD DRYING AT HOME 
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Drying fruits and vegetables is an excellent way to keep these 
items for more than a week or two. Dried fruits and vegetables will 
under optimal conditions keep for six-tweleve months. Both can be 
dried inside with an easily made dryer although fruits tolerate the 
process better. Some fruits and all vegetables must be prepared 
before drying. Fruits sometimes oxide when heated causing 
discoloration and vitamin loss. One way to avoid oxidization is to 
treat the fruit in a solution of water and sodium metasulfate (which 
is available in wine making shops). Simply slice the fruit, leave 
them in a mixture of 2 teaspoons of metasulfate to a gallon of water 
for ten minutes then remove and drain them. Vegetables must be 
prepared by a process called blanching . Blanching destroys the 
enzymes that spoil the food during storage. To do this you stir in 
the vegetables in boiling water- using only enough water to cover 
the vegetables, then cover the saucepan until blanching is complete. 
You should reuse the same water for blanching additional batches 
of the same vegetable, adding new water as necessary. Below is 
shown charts showing the correct preparation times for fruits and 
vegetables. 

An indoor dryer can be easily made by using a wooden box in 
which five-six trays can be stacked above a heat source which is 
placed at the bottom of the box. This heat source can be an electric 
hot plate, heater in which the element faces up, or a cluster of three 
150-200 watt light bulbs. The tray supports should be »"-4" apart 
leaving a minimum of 6" towards the top and bottom of the box ' 
Also ventilation holes should be put in around the top sides of the 
box. Two accessories are helpful as well- a small fan to duplicate a 
natural draft while preventing heat build up and a thermometer to

The crossbow has been the silent weapon of death for 1,000 years. Ever, 
though most crossbow owners today are competition shooters the silent quality of it 
makes it a defense device worth considering. If you decide to get into crossbows 
make it's a rull length rifle type with at least a null of at least loolbs and stick with 
quayty brands such as Barnett, Horton, or PSE (Precision Shooting Equipment). 
Stay away from the pistol type crossbows as they are very underpowered and many 
are just toys.

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LIQUID FIRE EXTIHGUSHER- This one is designed for Class A fire ONLY (such as 
wood, paper, cloth, plastic, or rubber}. The materials needed to make ft are 
2 cups washing soda, 1 cup potassium alum, 3/4 cup borax (sodium borate ), 1/4 
cup potash (potassium carbonate). 1 k qt. waterglass (sodium metasllicate), 
and 2 gallons of water. Throughly mix washing soda, alum* borax, and potash 
in a large container. Pour waterglass Into a large garden pump sprayer. 
Slowly pour dry mixture Into sprayer. Stir well until dry mixture has 
dissolved. Add water and blend well. 

CAUTION- Potash and waterglass are caustic. Gloves should be worn when 
handling. 

DRY FIRE EXTINGUISHER- This one can be used on Class 8 fires (such as grease, 
oil, paint, or gasoline). It's very simple to make just mix throughly 2 lbs. 
baking soda with 6 lbs. fine mason's sand and store them in metal or plastic 
containers until use.

NUKIN' THE NOOGIN DEPT. 
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MICROWAVE BRAIN 



The microwave brain fryer is basically a microwave oven with it's door 
safety device disabled, making it an possiblely effective harassment or 
execution device.

This 
will bypass the safety switches. 

6) Close the cover to the microwave oven. 

7) Now you have a microwave oven that will operate with the door open 
and a potentially dangerous weapon. 

8) When your victim is sleeping or in some other unconscious position, 
slowly open the oven, place it over their head, turn it up to maximum 
cook power, and turn on the juice! I An interesting point is that, since

GETTING ONE'S ADDRESS FROM A P-O 
BOX MADE EASY 



Most people when they get a Post Office Box believe that the address of the post 
office box is confidential information and thus protected against snoops. This is true in 
most cases when a post office box is opened for personal uses NOT business uses 
(somehow the U.S. Postal Service thinks this thwarts mail fraud) but our research has 
found a little loophole to this confidentiality rule. Under postal regulations if you 
attempting to skip out on court, jump bail, or have a supeona against you the post office 
MUST release the address of the box holder. Below is a form letter which can used by 
anyone desiring the address of a boxholder. A little hint the post office doesn't usually 
check if the boxholder actually has a court action against them (especially in big cities).

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Communication software is probably the most important piece of software you can 
have because it allows your komputer to reach into the outside world Using this you 
can send and receive faxes, you and another user can connect to exchange data, and 
access other komputer systems. 

The first type of system is a BBS (bulletin board system). These are usually privately 
owned and set up by hobbyists. Users can read, post, and reply to messages on 
specific conferences to exchange information on virtually any topic. Users can also 
download public domain files such as software, text, or graphics to their own 
komputers Most BBS's are general interest but some are special interest related 
There are even BBS s devoted to survivalist interests. To become a user of a specific 
BBS- one needs only to dial by komputer its phone number and follow the instructions 
given once connected. 

The second type are online services such as Amerikan Online or Prodigy which 
many of you probably heard of. They 1 re mostly devoted to families and business 
people. I personally find no use for them because they're expensive and contain 
information I could find in any local library like headline news, magazines, or financial 
shit- sort of like Top 40 of the modem world. I think they're a waste of money but it may 
be worth it if you have kids. 

The next type are internet providers. They give access to the internet only. Online 
services give access to the net too but with them you pay by the hour. Whereas, with 
providers you pay a flat-fee per month for unlimited service. I've seen some as low $12 
per month plus providers don't censor parts of the net To use the net you'll need 
browser software which is easy to get as most providers include them when you sign up 
and many new komputers have them pre-installed 

The internet is a neat place to hang out with the two most popular services being 
websites and newsgroups. Websites are the graphical part of the net and resemble 
fancy billboards. They are kind of like online magazines put out by universities, 
businesses, govememnt agencies, or anybody else with a bizarrie pasttime. 
Newgroups (also known as Usenet) are dicussion groups where users post messages 
on various topics. They are almost like BBS's except that messages on a BBS are 
mostly displayed locally whereas on the newsgroups it's worldwide. There are other 
services such as IRC (internet relay channel)- which is sort of like a CB radio as you 
can 'talk' to others online in real time. You'll meet a tot of wingnuts and freaks if you 
stick around here long enough If you wnat to download files you can search the FTP 
(file transfer protocol) sites- if you're lucky you could grab some free software. The net 
is kool but be careful beacuse tike drinking and drugs some people get addicted to this 
thing!

Lead Shielded Rooms For Komputers 

Data encryption software protects your data such as sensitive records or E-mail 
(which CAN be read by other people) from being accessed by unauthorized users. It 
uses a form of cryptography known as DES (Data Encryption Standard) which uses 
public key/ private key type encryption. This allows you to exchange data with others 
while still maintaining security. They can send you files but NOT be able to read your 
other fifes. Two good encryption programs are Norton "Your Eyes Only" from 
Symantec and PGP (Pretty Good Privacy), 

Besides encryption an absolute MUST have is anti-virus software, especially if you 
download lots of files or share floppy disks with others. Komputer viruses (of which 
8,000+ are known to exist) small programs which replicate at wifl until entire the 
komputer's inoperable or entire data files are destroyed. A good anti-virus program is 
Norton Anti-Virus, which scans for thousands known viruses plus you can get updates 
to protect your komputer from new viruses.

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The Other Type Of Scanner 
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Most of us think of a scanner as something we listen to the pigs and other radio 
users with but for komputers a scanner is a device which converts paper documents 
into digital files that can be saved then altered or uploaded to other komputers. These 
documents can be anything- articles, manuscripts, and even color photographs. 
Scanners come in two types- handheld and flatbed. Handholds must be passed over 
the document manually while flalbeds look like copters so you only need lay down the 
original and scan it. Whatever type you use make it's a color NOT a grayscale. If you 
buy a scanner you'll want to make sure it has OCR (Optical Character Recognition) and 
photoimaging software. The OCR software "reads" text and while it works best with 
print, it will at times read even legible handwriting. This combined with photoimaging 
software it is possible to generate realistic looking alternate identification cards. Some 
of the more expensive packages can even magnetic strips and make barcodes. 
However, it is not necessary to buy the one like the type shown below. One could find 
a place using such equipment and find a way to "borrow" it for a while.

tills Subject gf living off the land has been talked about anci practically driven into the ground 
amongst survivalist circles. But the point is it is a skill that could one day save your life. Our experience in 
this area with as being city boys plus the fact we studied recognizing plants for known toxicity (i.e.- Castor 
Beans, Hemlock) rather than edihility is at best mediocre. However- their are three wild edible plants that 
are abundant in most urban areas and easily recognizable. You probably already know what they are I'm 
sure- they are Dandelions Acorns, and Cattail. 

Dandelion- T Tiis infamous pest ol suburban lawns is supposed lo he good eating. The leaves can be 
eaten raw in a salad or cooked. The flowers can be cooked or eaten raw as well. One good way of cooking 
the (lowers is to first wash the flowers then fry them in a pan with butter, salt, and pepper until Just before 
they bloom, The root which may extend for several feel can be used as a coffee subsititute in the late fall, 
one simply cleans, drys, and grounds up the root. The root can also he peeled and boiled like potatoes. 
Another, interesting thing about Dandelion is that you make wine from the flowers too (although you'll at 
leaal a gallon to make il worth while). 

Acorns- Acoms come From Oak tree, a common occurance anywhere. Before eating these they must 
be shelled, split, and boiled for about 2-4 hours first to remove the bitter tannic acid. Afterwards the meat 
of the nut is roasted in a warm oven at about 300 degrees for an hour. fhe finished product can eaten fresh, 
ground into mush or flour. TTiere's one candy recipe which one dip havled acorn nuts in melted sugar and 
batter then allowed to dry and eaten , 

Cattail- These plants commonly known for the brown spike growing on top of them are found in 
streams and ponds during the spring and summer. The sprouts can cut, shrubed, and peeled then they can 
eaten raw in salad or cooked for several minutes. 'Ibe flower bud (the brown spike) can be entcn as well 
but should be boiled Tor 1 S minutes . Afterwards, they may eaten like corn on the cob- 1 have heard they 
can be eaten raw too but f tried this one time while traveling and it tasted eating down insulation on a slick , 
so I wouldn't suggest it I 

These plants are just the tip of the iceberg- hundreds more exist. Learning to know edible wild plants 
is truly an arl- anyone wishing for more serious study on it should- 

1) Get a good field guide for edible wild plants in the library or take a field trip with someone 
experienced in recognizing edible wild plants. 

2) NFVF.R, NEVER eat wild mushrooms. Telling the safe from the deadly ones fools even many 
experts, plus nutritionwise they're worthless anyway, If you must have 'shrooms- go lo a store 
if you're hungry or a reputable dealer if you want to trip but leave the wild ones alone! 

3) Stay away Form foraging in arras known to be sparyed with insetdcles, herbicides, etc,

Hear within this volume the author (a 
well known writer of numerous survivalist publications) illustrates techniques and 
advice to the lay citizen seeking to defend against and neutralize tanks, helicopters, 
APCs, jets, jeeps, and artillery, Benson in the introduction warns that onr govern- 
ment has been increasingly using heavy weapons such as tanks and choppers against 
U.S. citizens usually under the guise of 'Drug enforcemnf. Fortunately, it has not 
reached the level of banality as known in many third world nations but if it does 
the information herein will give one a fighting chance. Chapters are devoted to 
tank warfare history; using sabotage tools including molotovs, claymores, and smoke;
